and all nig ht and till afterno o n o n 
Tu esday , the treatm ent in the 
re­ 
ceiv ing plant was started and by the 
end o f this week new water sho u ld 
be detected in the city mains. It is 
to be ex pected till at the first 
few 
mo nths o r lo ng er there will be so nu * 
g y p in the new water, becau se 
the 
pipes are mo re o r less incru sted with 
g y p. It may take lo ng er to g et away 
fro m the g y p depo sist in the pipes. 
(Samples o f the treated water in the 
City Hall Thu rsday sho wed the fresh 
mu ddy water beau tifu lly clear. And 
the test sho ws o nly 8 po ints hard. 
There is plenty o f water no w fo r 
all pu rpo ses, fish, and y ards 
and 
g ardens to o , all that y o u can 
pay 
fo r. Use it as y o u see fit and

of botu lisn: 
(L im berneck). Limberneck is cau s­ 
ed by a poison th a t is fou nd in de­ 
cay ed or spoiled m eat and sometime:- 
in decay ed feed arou nd stock lots. 
P ou ltry can become sick either 
by 
eating the poison or by eating the 
worm s th at hav e eaten the poison. 
Limberneck is recognized easily when 
in the last stages as th e head hangs 
down. E ither before or a fte r it has 
reached this stage it can be diagnos­ 
ed by pu lling on the feathers. When 
they come ou t as thou gh the chicken 
had been scalded, 
that is definite 
indication th a t the bird has 
bcti. 
poisoned. At the first sign of limber- 
nesk giv e Epsom salts in the drink­ 
ing w ater and keep the flock u p u n-

from A. & M. College, who ju dged 
the dairy cattle at the show here last 
Friday , said 
in part, “ W hat 
y ou 
people in Jones Cou nty need is plen­ 
ty of good cheap green feed, and 
the way to get th a t feed for 
y ou r 
dairy cattle is by storing the green 
feed in trench silos. M any of 
the 
farm ers in 
th e cou nty wou ld not 
hav e to dig a silo, since there 
are 
ditches in their fields 
th a t 
wou ld 
make ex cellent silos. All y ou hav e 
to do is smooth the sides 
and 
fill 
t>hem, cov er them u p and y ou will 
hav e good dairy feed.” 
He 
also 
pointed ou t th a t one 
m an in 
the j 
state had kept ensilage in a trench 
silo for 20 y ears and th a t it was as 
good as when it was pu t in.
